Becauſe he preſaged, by a Kind of 
Preſumption in his Mind, that his eldeſt Son, who had 
ſuperſeded his Father in the Letter with the Spirit of 
Law and Goſpel for his own Redreſs, either would not, 
or could not, without a Sacrifice of the Spirit to the 
Letter of Law and Goſpel, commence a Suit of Law
